By sound financing and efficient management 
Boston has built up a system of subways. surface 
lines. bus line auxiliaries and subaqueous tunnels 
oh normal fares, without public taxation and with-

The original subway project was undertaken in

The rental 
thus was sufficient to pay interest and create a 
sinking fund for the retirement of the bonds. 

The Boston subway is merely a tunnel for the 


downtown passage of the regular surface trolley 


cars. The subway and surface problems, there- 
fore, could not have been considered separately ex- 
‘cept as to construction. Bus lines have been 
| amalgamated with the track system, and transfers 
are universal between al! lines of whatever de- 
scription within the system.
